Firſt, ne- 
gatively, for be ſhall net ſpeak of himſelf. Who £ the Spirit 
not ſpeak of himſelf? who ſhould io ſpeak but he ? by 
whoſe authority all his arc taughtto ſpeak upon all exigents; 
whether with their friends,or.againſt their adveri:rics, Mats, 
10.20. A,2.4. and 6.10. Theſe words are hard, both for 
their impofition and expoſition, For rheir impoſition farſt, 
inthatChrift gives ic in charge tothe Spirit, notto ſpeak of 
ST. AE | _ himſelf, 
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himſelf. Bu: this is ro be underſtood in reſpeR of his mifſt- 

_ * , On: thatbeing ſent by the Farher,and by the $9, (to reveal, 
inipire,euide, comfort hi; Church and Chilaren) he ſhould 
nor now ſpeak beyond his commiſhon, Now for the expo- 
ſicion. Firſt, He hal! not ſpeak of himſelf; that is, as a free Sp1- 
rit abſo utely, but as deſigned to his office : not any orher, 
Chen all chat truth into wh'ch he is tro guide, And fo wuch 
is oblcrvable from the inferential particle (yg) For he fhat 
4: : why not ſpeak of him'elt at large ? becaulethat's all 
thatis deſigned him to ſpeak. Whatſoevyer truth he hath in 
himſclt, yerif it be nor for our guiding,that's nothing to us: 
and what{ocver eniding it be, yet ifthere beno truth, chat's 
nothing ro him. This kindeof people therefore muſt necds 
be here reproved; while.they would bave the Spirzr guide 
them,where there is no truth ; and ſpeak thar truth to thena 
and by them, in which he 15 none of their eniae. Thus they 
make him,not onely to ipcak of himſelf, but beſides himſelf, 
and againſt himſelf. 'Secondiy. wor ſpeak of himfelf'; [c. as an 
infinite omniſcient perton ; nor all that truth which he fim- 
ply knows in himſelf: for ſo he ſcarcherh all things; yea,the 
deep things of God, thole eternal acts, and hidden decrees 
of the Holy Trinity within themſelves, which are neither 
poilible, nor lawful for usto ſearch into. Nevertheleſs, 
though not all that himſelf knowes abſolutely, and in him- 

_ ſelf; (for the things of God knewerh no man, but the Spirit of 
Go&) yet relatively, of all thatis revealed inthe two Tefta- 

MENTS, ſufficient ro make us wHe unto our own ſalvation. 
For ſo we have received the Spirit which is of God, that we 
micht krow the things ihat are freely given to as of God- 
whether otr graces,our dutics, or cur hopes- Bewarethere- 
fore, (O all ye Fanaticks, whether in judgement or man= 
ner5) how ye boaſt of what ye neyer recctved , or how u- 
ſurpingly ye take upon you, what was never freely given you.. 
For, know ye . asthere is no knowing of the the gift with- 
out the promiſe 5 fo neither is thete any knowledge of the 

x SR promiſe, 
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promiſe, bnt inthe Word written. Thirdly, not of himſelf, 
fe. ſolely,and excluftvely to Godand Chriit, For as the Ho- 
/y GhofÞ proceedeth not, but from the Father, and the Sex : 
and as he 15-not ſent, bur from the Father,and the Sow; fo he 
ſpeaketh nef, but from the Father, and the Sox. Yea, and as 
Chriſt himſelf ſpake wot of 6&imſelf, without God ( John7.17.) 
ſo neither doth the Spirit here ſpeak of himſelf, without 
Chriſt, Chriſt would have us diſcern of his not ſpeaking of 
himſelf,by his DeZZrine,and our ownconformity thereunto : 
neither without that De7rize,and that conformity,can there 
be any diſcerning of the Spirits not ſpeaking of himſelf, If 
thercfore.yye would indeed be diſcerners of the Spirite ſpeak- 
ing, look to his DedFrixze , look.to your own conformity, 
all ye doctrinal new Conformiſts. Fourthly, Not ſpeak of 
himſelf; (c. iramediatdy,and extraordinarily, but ordinari- 
ly, and mediatcly, by his Miniſters, who are ee Hiniſters 
of the. Spirit. (2 Cor. 3.6.) Of the Spirit, in the Word: 
becauſe there can be no niwi/ſir ation of the Spirit without it. 
Miniſters,not of the Letter,the Law onely,but of the Spirit, 
the Goſpel alſo. Nay, not of the Leiter, (whether of Law 
or Goſpel) the bare ſound, but of the Spire, the full power, 
Sec how the Spiriz ſpake not of himſelf,but by his Miniſters, 
even inthe extraordinary cuylls, and converſions of men, 
(4. $.29. and 10.19.) and muſt he now be driven to do 
otherwiſe inall ſuch as are but ordinary ? why' tempt ye 
the Sparit of the Lord, (ye hypocrites !) ro expect him, 
and exzR him without meens, where the means are already - 
youchſafed ? Ye have Moſes and the Prophets , why hear ye 
not them 2 If ye will not hear ww, ye ſhallneyer diſcern be= 
twixt- the Spirit of trath, and the ſpirit of errour, Bur how. 
harda- thing is it, to diſpoſſeſs theſe. ZHadmer of their own: 
frenzy * they will all be ſo taught of God, as that they will 
have no need that men ſhould teachthem. And we marvel 
not,thatthey will be taught by the Spsriz, without his Mint- 
Kers, in that they will be taught by the Spirit, wi = 
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Word. Fifthly, or of himſelf: ſc. in a difimilifude and 
_ oppoſition to that lying ſpirit, which ſpeaketh of 51; own, Joti. 
$.44. The Devils own is his falſe nature and bavit,togetiie: 
with the falſe intentions, 2nd affections of thera, And he 
ſpeaketh of his own, when he ſpeaketh either of his own 
authority, or to his own ends, Andthat's always a iye, and 
muſt needs be;becauſc,as he evoe rot in the truth of bis ſtate: 
{o there is 78 7rmth of the Word in him, All they therefore. 
that would make the Spiris ſo to ſpeak of himſcif, as with- 
out, beſides, or beyond the written Word ; they act onels 
_ Tpeak of their own, but cyen of his own, that was vrft ſal 
 {oto ſpeak. Secondly , poſitively : Bat whatſoever he jab. 
near, that ſhall he ſpeak. The firſt ciauſe being indifinite, and. 
the other determinate,fell us : the Spiriz (in that divine con- 
ſultation) was at his liberty to hear: bur having keard,there 
 wasnow ancceifity laid upon him to ſpeak, The lie nece?- 
fity he laid upon his Miniſters. For they confeſs (47.4. 
30.) We cannot ont ſpeak the things that we have ſeen and heard. 
Now if the Sp#ir/# hath agreed to take upon himfclt a necet. | 
fity of delivering the Word,and hath impoſed upon ail as. 
How then dare theis men uſurp to themſelves a liberty a- 
28inſt the Spirits own neceſſity claiming that freedome of 
ſpirit to themſelves, {the Spiris without, or belides the 
Word) which the Sp7ric will notaltlow himicif: and pre- 
{fuming to hear that of him, whichthe Sp/7ir himſelf never 
meard, We underſtand the Spirits hearing and ſpeaking, to 
F be of whatſoever is divincly conſulted by the Holy Trinity, 
and by them jointly decreed to be revealed tothe Church. 
Whatſocver the Spirit himſelf accepted, as within che de- 
fignation of his inſpiring,and illuminating office : and what- 
ſocycr is exprefly, and direftly comprehended in the werd 
of Hearing: and this is to usward the rule and meaſure of = 
_ the other. For who (of men,or Angels, thatdcfire to look 
_ intotheſe things) can ſay, what is conſulted, but by whar is 
revealed ? or what is revealed, that is nat there contained 
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And for h's hearing, or ſpeaking to us, it is juſt like that of 
 Chriſts, (John8.26, and 15, 15.) either to reprove vt, as 
his adverſzries, 18 his reſerved judszements,.or ta impart un» 
to us the 1ntireneis of his promiſes,as his choſen friends, But 
as for his hearing and ipeaking to them of this Se, fince 
they will be above ſervants, and the commandinent ; and 
more then frienas for the communication of his extraordi- 
nary fecrers, They ſhall do themſelves right; ſincerely and 
ſeverely to examine themſelves, whether he may not have 
magy thingsto ſ4y of ther, (as rouching their preſent condi- 
tion) and to judze them, (as touching their future ſtate) 
wherein he w.ll {p-ak what he hath heard, no otherwiſe 
then heuteth ## ſpeak 8p #he World, © Þ 
| Fourthly, from the Spirits predidtion - He will ſhew you 
things to come, Whether prophefies of the Oig 'teſtzment, 
not yet. fulfilled, or furure events of the New Teſtament, 
not yet predifted , viz, of thofe many things (ver 13.) 
which he had to ſay to his Dsſc;pes ; but that (as then; they 
wetenot able to bear them, no ner able to hear them - and 
vert they were no other then he had, and had to Jay unto 
rhe : ſc. as contained in his words, and concerning the Tu- 
ture eſtate of his Church : which the Spiriz atterwaris de- 
| livered to Saint Fohy, in his Apocalypſe ; ſuch as the Spirit 
ſhould hear: and (as the conjunGive particle {K<3} well 
notcth/ ſhould impart to him, (inthar his Revelation) con- 
cering che Churches. And indeed the Scriptures ſhould 
be imperfe& and defeQive, if that the future eſtate of the® 
Church {as well for time, as for eternity) were not univere 
{ally comprized in them,and generally in:jmated by them, 
The C£vge/that was to ſhew Fohw of the things that were 
to come © paſ-.,bore read alſs of the Word of God,{Re.tex, 
2} and bads John. write them, v.19. Now if future contins 
_ gents tothe Church, be generallyrecordes there, then cer- 
tainly the grace that is co come unto us fcoarained In the 
. promiles) muſt of neceſſity be there ſearched,if we will un- 
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deritand 'whad the: Spire of chriſt fignts:s thereby; This 
therefore is of pecefiiy to be-conciudeu heweupon ; that if 
the extraordinary and univerſal reyelations of the *prte, 
were not to be without the compaſs; and contents (the 
wrinten Word : how miich Its ouphr it tobe otherwiſe; 'as 
touching his or-iinary,” and particulariiluminations ? More: 
over, thi:.1s circa to be obier ed uponthe place: Ic is ſaid, 
Things, or even 'Sto come: pur not prineiples, or dofrines 
to.come. Forthey were cirher piſt, in theLaw,- or preſent, 
inthe Golpei. And what more could remain us, then what 
the Law bids do, and liye, and the Goſpel bics believe ? 
Theſe lilly Adverſaries therefore (tor all they are fo 7eſvt?- 
cally heightned) ſay nothing + in friving to make this place 
an objection, which in truth) turns to a confutation, Fot 
thus they argue: the Holy Ghoſt was to teach rhings to come , 
and therefore not contained inche Scriprures, And thus they 
arc anſwered : thoſe things were no other, then Chr:/t himz- 
{elf had to ſay. and thar the Sprris himſelt had heard + and 
when heiſpake them, bade wrirechem 2 and therefore there 
contained. ; 

Fitthly, from the Spirits ea, or intention : He [hall glori- 
fie me. Chriſt made it an argument of his own not ſpeaking 
of himielt, in that he fought his- Fathers glory, T:ihn 7.17. 
18. $0 corh he here make the like argument for the Spirits 
not ſpeaking of h:mſclt ; in as muck as his aiming and act- 

_ Jng was for Chrifts glory, Now the Spirits end (in his com - 

s Miſſion, .and n.1fhon} being no other bur to.glocifie Chriſt, 
ana glotific h m before us. That's no other way to be done 
to usward, bur by teſtifying ©f him.,and reve3ling him in us, 
according to the Golpcl of his grace: becaulc to us the 
wiidome, and revelatien of the Spirit, is.in the knowledge 5f 
him, or for the acknow!:agement of him, Epheſ.1.17 And 
in like manner the Sp/ri2 giorifles Chriſt, in making us to 
glorifie him, x Cor.12.3. where the Spirit will not indure 
to ſpeak to any, nor that any ſhould pretend to ſpeak by hit

Whatſoever thing is true, good, 
ho'y, bleſſed, &c, (Yeca whatſoever thing is Jawfull , or ex- 
pedient) the Pather muſt firſt own ie in the one, The 
Son muſt own it in the promiſe : and ſo the Holy Ghoſt owns 
in his motion, and inſpiration, - For after ſuch an order 
Chri#traly confirms, and concludes all. M1 things that the 
Father hath are mine,8&c. Now, not meaning {o much, what 
the Father hath , to injoy, and uſe; as what he hath , to rc- 
vealeand make known to his Church.

For ay9ther 
Goſpe! argues anotber Spirit: and another Spirit, anther Goſpel, 
2 Cor.11.4. now if an Ange! from Heaven thould bring us 
another Goſpel, we are two c#7/e him to Hell Gal. 1.8, how 
much more the Devil of Hell ; if he ſhould bring us anio- 
ther Spirit 2 Hearken 2uakers quake and tremble for fear of 
the curſe, who pretend to the Spirit without the word. 
 Andler the Hypocrites of $70z be affraid too, that pretend 
tothe Word without the Spirit, For both of them cover 
with 2 covering , but neither, of his Spirit: becauſe 
both of them take counſel, but neither, of the Lord, by means 
of his Word. —— FR 
Secondly.From the joynt aR and uſe of che Spix'tandthe 
Word; they two have inſcparably, their matual cenorina- 
tions, ang ceciprocal predications. As firſt of all, the Spirit 
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is Called the Spirit of Faith, 1 Cor,4.13.the Spirdt of hs mouth, 
2. Theſ, 2.8. the Spirit of promiſe, Eph. 1.3. the Spirit of Revea 
lation, verſe 17. And loagain, the Word is called the Law 
of the Spirit, Rom,8.2. The miniſtration of the Spirit, 2 Cor; 
3.8. The ſword of the Spirit, Eph.6-17. now, rcC precal pre- 
dications are alwaycs a note of a moſt ſixi and inſepara< 
bleunien, How dare theſe Separatiffs then ſeparate theſe 
whom God ha. h joyned togethcr? now making the Word 
not to be the Word of the Spirit : and now the Spirit not 
to be the Spirit of the Word. Theſe are they, who both 
{-parate the Spirit from the Word, and rhemſclves from, 
the Church , and arc wi:hall ſuſpiciouſly ſenſual ; bur 
palpably Zaving not the Spirit Jude 11. 

3. Þo:k the Spirit, and the Word, are Propheficed and: 
promiſed to.continue together in the Church of God, from 
generation to genera:ion, T/4.59.2t. The words {as they 
arethere to beread)are full. and plain. A promiſe made by 
God to Chriſt, That neither his Spirit nor his YYurd, ſhall
